4, Only one member shall speak at a time, who shall rise from his seat 
and address the Moderator; and while speaking, shall not be interrupted 
Ls any membe Mr, Exce pt the Moderator. 

The member speaking shall strictly adhere to the subject, and use 
no words cale tated to irritate, 

6. No member shal! ab iptly break off, or absent himself. without 
leave of the Association 

7. No member shall 1k more than three times upon one subject, 
without leave of the Association. 

8. oe member shall have the liberty of langhing during the sitting of 
the Association, nor wh spering in time of public speech. 

9. No member of the Association shall address another by any other 
appellation than that of brother. 

10. The Moderator shall not interrupt any member or prohibit him 
from speaking till he gives his light on the subject, unless he breaks this 
decorum. 

1, The names of the several members of the Association shall be calle 
by the Clerk as often as the Associ tic res. 

12. The Moderator shall be entit the same privileges as another 
member, provided his seat be fi led; ; and he shall have no vote, unless 
the Association be equally divide 

13. Queries pre abit l by seve churches shall be attended to by the As- 
s0c iation. 

14, Every motion made and seco nded shall come under the considera- 
tion of the Association, except itbe withdrawn by the member who 
made it, 2 

15. Any member who shall willin zly and knowingly break any of 
these rules, shall be reproved by the Association as it shall think proper.
